Only a sm all percentage of Penn­ 
sylvania com m unities have taken 
steps to ut Rile new and virtually 
unlim ited taxing powers, it wan re­ 
ported today by tho State D epart­ 
ment of Internal Affaire. 
Prelim inary data flied In a tax 
survey showed ut least IS m unici­ 
palities have either adopted or pro 
poked new levies under the local tax 
base broadening aet of If*47. About 
one !bird of the sub-divisions were 
reported to be retying upon am use­ 
ment taxes for additional revenue. 
A num ber of local governm ents In 
w estern Pennsylvania, and at least 
one eastern com munity, planned to 
impose coal taxes, the survey indi­ 
cated. Per capita and wage taxes 
also were popular, the D epartm ent 
said. 
The D epartm ent em phasised that 
its survey was not com plete and 
that some com m unities may have 
adopted or dropped levies since re­ 
ports were made.

O ne of the m ajor disputes about thr Marshall Plan continues 
to br over the question ot w ho shall have charge of it. 
I his is an issue which the public finds hard to understand. 
From the citizens' point of view. it would appear that, if the 
program is a proper one, and if its general scope were defined 
bv Congress, then it doesn t m ake too much difference which 
manager is assigned to supervise it. 
The issue goes much deeper than that. 
A s a matter of fact, the issue may be said to have been raised 
by G eneral Marshall him self. H e has virtually refused to have 
anything to d o with the program that bears his nam e unless hr 
is put personally in charge of it. H e is willing to accept any sort 
of "front," in the way of an advisory board— so long as he 
doesn't have to take their advice, and can do as he please; but 
hr has refused to consider any arrangem ent which places part 
of the final authority elsew here. 
This is a stubborn attitude, and his m ere mulish refusal to 
argue the matter has caused a good deal of trouble in Congress. 
M oreover, C ongress has not been satisfied with his explanation 
for his attitude, which is that since a part of the program bears 
on our displom atic problem s, he as head of the diplom ats should 
adm inister all of it. 
Many have challenged this position. Senator I aft is am ong 
them . H e has urged that som e w ay be found to give Congress 
,a voice in the adm inistration— at least, that som e of the power 
be lodged beyond the control of the State Departm ent. There is 
a schem e called the Herter plan, after the Congressm an (M ass.) 
w ho proposed it, which w ould set up a board of governm ent 
officials and citizens to run the plan through a director. 
Ex- 
President H oover has vigorously condem ned any effort to 
operate the plan through the State Departm ent. 
On the other hand. Senator V andenberg, w ho until recently 
was the undisputed leader of the R epublican Senators in foreign 
policy m atters and is the one w ho dragged them a year ago into 
the so-called "bi-partisan” approach on these matters, has ap­ 
peared to feel that it ought to be possible to work out a b i­ 
partisan solution to this problem . 
R ecently supporters of Secretary Marshall, including such 
persons as G ov. Driscoll of N ew Jersey and W illiam L. C layton, 
advisor to the Secretary of State, have taken up this tag-phrase, 
and are urging that Marshall be given (in effect) a "bi-partisan” 
vote to run the program any way he wants to.
